Officials of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway announced here on 
Friday that the Lethbridge divi¬ 
sion of the CPR will be fnlly 
diesellzed by Monday last 
Only one steam engine, No. 1026 
v orking in the Lethbridge yards 
i!bout four or five days a week, 
will be left in the division. 

The completion of dieselization 
will be marked by the placing of 
diesel power on the branch lines 
to Cardston, Coutts, Whisky Gap. 
Turin and Notukeu in southwest¬ 
ern Saskatchewan, 
started Six Years Ago 
Dieselization on the Lethbridge 
division started about six years 
ago with diesel power units being 
placed in operation on the Medi- 
e:ne Hat - Crows Nest line, , and 
Then on the Calgary lines. 

The switch to complete diesel- 
(zation was done in stages—steam

At the present time there are 
about 16 steam engines, and 14 
diesel units operating out of the 
Lethbridge division.

i estigation. He asked Mrs. Philip 
Lovick, the home’s superintendent 
‘ How big are cockroaches here?” 
She replied “We have some that 
tip their hats to you.” 

Shocking conditions like this, of 
neglect and brutality, are frequent 
in many of Canada’s 2,000 public 
and private rest homes for the 
i.gcd, Prank Rasky reveals today, 
in Liberty magazine.

DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIES AND LABOUR 

THE DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIES AND LABOUR plays an important role in 
the economy of Alberta. It makes a significant contribution in maintaining an 
industrial climate favorable to Alberta’s progress. 

THE BOARD OF INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 

administers the ALBERTA LABOUR ACT which applies to all employees and 
employers except farm labourers and domestic servants. It is made up of six 
parts: 

HOURS OF WORK—The General hours of work shall not exceed more than eight 
hours a day or 48 hours a week. In Calgary, Edmonton, Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat however, there is provided an eight hour day and 44 hour week limit. In all 
areas daily limit may be exceeded by one hour but if the weekly limit of 44 hours 
is exceeded, overtime rates must be paid. 

MINIMUM WAGES—The Board fixes a minimum wage and no employee may 
work for less without the approval of the Board. 

LABOUR WELFARE—An employer in any industry is required to give his em¬ 
ployees one week's vacation with pay after one year service and two weeks with 
pay after two years' service. In the construction industry an employee is entitled 
to 4% of his regular earnings in the form of vacation with pay stamp credits. 
INDUSTRIAL STANDARDS—Any industry may, with the approval of the Minis¬ 
ter, establish its maximum work hours, minimum wages and vacations with pay 
providing these are at least as favorable as required by the Act. 
CONCILIATION AND ARBITRATION—The Act recognizes the privileges and 
right of employees to organize themselves for the purpose of collective bargain¬ 
ing. The Board has been very successful in encouraging industrial peace m its 

administration of this portion 6f the Act. ,, , , 

EQUAL PAY —Equal pay for women performing substantially identical work as 
men is provided for in the Act.

BRANCH

lishing and organizing credit unions. The credit unions provide members with a 
convenient method of saving and a source of credit.
